At the end ef his magazine article justifying the usa of the atomic 
bomb against the inhabitants of Hiroshima, former Secretary of War 
Stimson becomes one of the latest additions to the many leading pub- 
lic figures who are today - a decade too late - declaring vehemently 
"there must not be another war," 


Logically, Mr. Stimson and the increasingly large group of influen- 
tial personalitiss who aré now expressing such a commendable social 
purpose ought to be members of the War Resisters League; or, at least, 
aid and endorse its essential work. After all, we have prociaimed 
that as our chief goal for a quarter of a century - both when it was 
relatively safe and respectable to do so, but more significantly, when 
it was a hard and dangerous path to follow.

Yet we know that the popular or approved behavior in all countries is 
to be for peace in time of peace and for war in time of war. Hence, 
the vital function of our League is to demonstate constantly to the 
world that there are men and women everywhere who will never condone 
the murder of their fellow human beings as a means of -solving acute 
social problems. Our rejection of the techniques of violence is: an 
absolute and universal principle of action. More than ordinary 
strength of character is required to maintain such a position when 
the pressures becom severe -- it demands an exceptionally high level 
of spiritual evolution or a mture plane of personality growth from 
which 1t is notoriously easy to regress. : 


To preserve this painfully-won moral attainment in ourselves and 
others is a major task of the WRL. We dare not lose what has been 
gained, frequently at heavy emotional cost; we must move on to still 
greater achievements as a group. : 


That is why our Executive Committee turns hopefully to you. Aware- 
ness of the permanent values represented by the many-sided activities 
of the WRL enables us to come before the peace-minded public in good 
conscience and to bespeak their support of our common cause. Those 
who agree with our declaration are invited to enroll as members. ‘The 
authentic peace movement in America would be gravely weakened if in- 
adequate resources made it impossible to sustain or to develop in this 
"year of decision" the minimum program to which we are comitted,

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A Brief Biography 


THE WAR RESISTERS LEAGUE 


—_——_@—-—_ 


HE WAR RESISTERS LEAGUE was born from the 

broadest sense of brotherhood. It was started in 1923 as 
an outgrowth of an enrollment committee of the Fellowship 
of Reconciliation. The purpose was to form one anti-war 
group of convinced pacifists without limiting qualifications 
as to religion or sex. Today the organization is a logical 
instrument to pick up the current wave of anti-war feeling 
and direct it to help lift the nations out of the war rut. 


The chief promo dE the néw War Resisters League was 
Dr. Jessie Wallax jHughan who found many people eager 
for fellowship with other faiths and with those outside the 
ereeds. The organization aimed to record all who were 
like-minded in their complete rejection of war and in their 
resolve to find and remove the causes of war. It focused 
effort on the war issue only. 


The War Resisters League has been nurtured in a spirit 
of sacrifice. From the start it has been carried on by 
volunteers, and much of its work is still-done by upaid 
workers, The League’s budget, which up to five years ago 
was never much over $4,000, has increased by 1946 to 
$27,000 in the face of the demands of the war period. The 
budget is contributed by the 2,400 currently active members 
out of the total of the 9,000 who are enrolled members. Sev- 
eral local chapters have been formed, and plans for future 
work include the formation of additional local groups to 
cooperate in united pacifist programs.

The War Resisters League matured for a vital war service: 
The Selective Service Act recognized and provided for reli- 
gious conscientious objectors to war. A multitude of ques- 
tions have been raised by the C. 0. What is the law? How 
is it interpreted? Who is a C. 0.? Who is “religious”? How 
prove the C. O. position? Hach year many thousands of 
young men have faced these questions. Hundreds turned to 
the WRL as the only source of information or guidance with 
which they were acquainted, . 


After Pearl Harbor a sterner note was added. Men had 
more trouble than at first in getting classified as C.0.s and 
those who did not get that rating were ordered into the 
army. Many refused to go and accepted the penalty of 
imprisonment. In cooperation with others we have worked 
earnestly to ease the lot of these men or to gain their re- 
lease, and to keep others from such a fate. 


About 12,000 have been in Civilian Public Service Camps 
or on detached service from those camps. Many of the latter 
served in mental hospitals where pacifism is tested to the 
limit. Some became “guinea pigs,” enduring hunger, dis- 
eomfort and disease to serve humanity. All faced problems 
which are baffling. Through visitors to the camps and 
hospitals we have given these men a sense of contact with 
the outside world and sometimes have represented them in 
efforts to improve conditions. About 750 of them are mem- 
bers of our League, but many others have appreciated our 
freedom from involvement with the government and depend 
on us to represent their interests. The validity of our CPS 
policies is now widely recognized. 


As the close relation of CPS to conscription became ap- 
parent, many refused to go, feeling that they could not 
conscientiously do so, Over 850 who tried CPS have walked 
out, surrendering themselves to the government to be dealt 
with according to the law. Both these groups have become 
a part of the more than 6,000 C.0.s who have been sentenced 
to prison terms during this war. Treated as criminals be- 
cause they are true to conscience, they are, until they are 
freed and have full rights restored by amnesty, shackles on 
the freedom of us all. 
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The WRL started as a non-religious organization to col- 
lect pacifist names. Today it finds itself listed on “Form 47” 
by many C.0.s as the only religious organization to which 
they belong. It has enrolled those who have felt so strongly 
the sense of brotherhood that they could not kill. Such a 
sense of brotherhood is religious, and draft boards which 
understand such matters recognize it as such. We have 
become not only the advocate of the unchurched but in a 
broad sense their church. 


With the war over and the atom bomb in the picture, it 
is probable that many persons including authors, actors, 
and university teachers will become pacifist. Among these 
are bound to be many who are unsympathetic with organ-- 
ized religion. In England the Peace Pledge Union, at the 
insistence of deeply religious Canon “Dick” Sheppard, was 
kept on a non-religious basis and was able to draw this 
group into the pacifist movement. The WRL is the only 
agency in this country in a position to serve such a purpose.

that would not be limited in its pacifist affiliation short of 
all humanity. 


The atom bomb presents growing opportunities for serv- 
ice. A multitude of men and women are now as convinced 
as we that war is foolish and fatal, and they need our leader- 
ship. The WRL is adaptable enough to adjust to these new 
conditions. We are endeavoring to meet the larger tasks 
imposed upon us. So long as we truly serve, we feel certain 
that we will continue to receive the support necessary to 
let us carry on to the more significant service of the future.
